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Travellers 
wrangle 
drags on 


TRAVELLERS are refusing to budge from 
land at a village leisure centre - and the 
centre has been told it is its responsibility to 
move them. 

Three caravans and numerous trucks have been 
moved onto a corner of the sports fields at Littleport 
Leisure Centre. 

The travellers arrived almost a month ago and as the 
Weekly News went to press, they had still not gone. 

Andy Rutterford, manager of the leisure centre, in 
Camel Road, said he has been told it is the centre’s 
responsibility to move them on. 

He said: “The police, the district council’s traveller 
liaison officer and the parish council have all been out 
but we’ve been told it is our responsibility because they 
are on our land. 

“We’re disgusted. We can’t really afford to pay for 
bailiffs to come out and I’ve been told that even if the 
bailiffs move them off, they can come back a day later, 
which will then cost us again. 

“They’ve been here for three weeks now. They’re not 
causing any huge problems apart from they are driving 
their vehicles across our sports pitches which is a pain. 

“Obviously we want them gone as soon as possible 
but every time we ask them whey they will be going they 
say they will be going in a week’s time.” 
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Littleport Parish Council, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and the police all say it is not their 
responsibility as the travellers are on private land. 

A spokesman for East Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “We have given advice to help the leisure 
centre and parish council. Because the travellers have 
parked on private land, it is not our responsibility. 
Councils only get involved when they are on public land, 
such as highways.” 

It comes just as the district council threw its weight 
behind a countywide plan to address the inequalities 
which gypsies and travellers face. 

The plan outlines how authorities and emergency 
services will better co-ordinate their work with traveller 
communities to ensure issues such health, education 
and planning are tackled. 

Cllr Ian Allen, the council’s lead member on gypsy and 
traveller matters, said: “We like to think we live in an 
equal society, where everyone no matter their 
background or history is given a fair chance. 

“However reading some of the research into the gypsy 
and traveller communities, it is clear inequalities are still 
very much in existence.” 



Piper plots charity boycott 


THE Pied Piper of Ely is 
threatening to stop all his 
fundraising activities in the 
city unless swift action is 
taken by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

Tony Pearson has graced 
Ely’s streets with his pipes 
for years and more recently 
has been accompanied by his 
band, Ely Piper’s Noyze. 

They can regularly be seen 
entertaining the crowds in the 
city centre, while at the same 
time raising much-needed 
funds for the Ely Community 
First Responders. 

The responders volunteer 
their spare time to get to the 
scene of an emergency 
before paramedics arrive, 
which often makes the 
difference between life and 
death. 

Since 2009, Mr Pearson 
has raised almost £4,000 for 
the charity. 

But because the 
responders now accompany 
the band while it performs to 
help collect any donations 
and raise awareness, the 
district council is now 
demanding they cannot be 
present unless they apply for 
a special street performing 
licence. 

Mr Pearson, who lives in 
Prickwillow, says he applied 
for that licence at a 
neighbourhood panel meeting 
on January 25 - and that 
seven weeks later he still has 
not heard back from the 
council. 

The authority insists Mr 
Pearson’s application has 
now been submitted - but the 
piper says he feels 
“personally insulted”. 

He is worried about the 
future of the first responders 
and is urging the council to 
allow them to accompany the 
band without the need for a

licence. 

But Liz Knox, the 
authority’s head of 
environmental services, 
insists it is national 
regulations that a licence is 
required and that Mr 
Pearson’s licence has now 
been submitted to the 
council. 

However Mr Pearson 
insists a licence should not 
be required. 

He said: “I am personally 
insulted and unless this is 
taken seriously I will cease 
my fundraising activities in 


the city. As Ely’s pied piper, I 
am permitted to play in Ely at 
any time without the need for 
a licence but because I 
choose to give away the 
money instead of keeping it, 
these collectors need a 
licence. 

He added: “I am asking the 
council for special 
permission for the first 
responders to collect with us 
at any time without the need 
for a licence. Is this not The 
Big Society in action and if 
so, should it not be 
encouraged?”

users get 

parking charges fight 

free super-speedy broad 


TRADERS insist they 
cannot quit their 
fight - despite con¬ 
tentious plans to 
bring car parking 
charges to Ely being 
deferred. 

Members of the Ely 
Traders’ Association (ETA) 
are relieved that the 
proposals have been 
temporarily put on hold 
but say they still have work 
to do to prevent the 
charges being introduced. 

The decision to defer the 
plans was made at a 
dramatic meeting of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s development and 
transport sub-committee 
last Tuesday 

For months, the ETA, 
residents and Lib Dems 
have been campaigning 
against the charges, 
insisting they will kill-off 
Ely’s city centre and 
encourage people to visit 
out-of-town supermarkets 
and businesses, where 
parking is free. 

The committee heard 
how 12,000 people had 
signed a petition gathered 
by the ETA against the cuts 
- and that 406 people had

taken part in the council’s 
own consultation, of which 
more than three-quarters 
were against the plans. 

At the meeting, coun¬ 
cillors were expected to 
approve the introduction of 
a pre-pay annual permit 
scheme costing £20 per 
year or £50 for three years 
and the introduction of a 
fixed daily pay-and-display 
£1 charge per day for short¬ 
term parking and £2 charge 
per day for long-term 
parking. 

The proposed scheme 
also included charging 
people £5 if they registered 
to change their vehicle. 

Tears from councillors, 
pleas from the Ely Traders’ 
Association (ETA) and 
anger from frustrated 
residents lead to the 
decision being deferred - 
sparking cheers from a 
packed public gallery. 

Andrew Olley, a spokes¬ 
man for the ETA, said: “We 
have been given a reprieve. 
This is a small victory for 
common sense but I hope 
it turns into a big victory 


for the people of Ely. 

“Councillors found that 
they just couldn’t openly 
defy such overwhelming 
public opinion. 

“They couldn’t deny their 
own consultation docu¬ 
ment and they couldn’t 
refuse to listen to the local 
branch of the Conservative 
party, who openly dis¬ 
agreed with their own Con¬ 
servative councillors. 

“But they haven’t done 
the right thing yet. We 
mustn’t rest.” 

Confirming the move to 
defer the decision, John 
Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “In recog¬ 
nition of public concern 
and the petition, members 
in the development and 
transport sub-committee 
decided to defer a decision 
regarding on and off-street 
car parking for further 
consultation with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and the City of Ely Council. 

“Should there be 
changes made to the 
proposals these will again 
be presented to the public 
for consultation.”

Hundreds of households are braced for hosepipe ban 


THOUSANDS of Anglian 
Water customers in the Ely 
area will be hit by a hosepipe 
ban, it has been confirmed. 

Anglian Water has 
announced the ban in the 
drought-hit East of England 
region will start from 
Thursday, April 5 - just before 
the Easter weekend. 


Among those affected will 
be people living in the Ely and 
Newmarket areas - and it will 
be the first time hosepipe use 
has been outlawed for more 
than 20 years. 

People who flout the ban 
could be fined up to £1,000. 

Peter Simpson, managing 
director of Anglian Water, said: 


“This is one of those times 
when everyone needs to pull 
together and help save water. 

“We are not telling people to 
stop doing what they have to, 
but to adapt their behaviour to 
reflect the severity of the 
situation.” 

At present, the ban will only 
apply to domestic use of 


hosepipes for things like 
gardening, washing cars and 
windows, running sprinklers 
and pressure washers, and 
filling paddling pools.

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District 
bus cuts 
looming 
in 2013 

BUS services in the Ely 
area may not be axed 
this year - but some are 
likely to be cut next 
April. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council has 
agreed what buses will 
have their subsidies 
axed this September, 
which include the Citi 7 
between Whittlesford, 
Sawston and Saffron 
Walden, the 19 between 
Haverhill, Linton and 
Burrough Green, and 
the 101 between Saffron 
Walden, Duxford and 
Whittlesford. 

The 16A between 
Great Thurlow and 
Cambridge, and the 16 
and 17 between Haver¬ 
hill and Newmarket, 
make up the rest of the 
first tranche. 

But transport bosses 
do still plan to cut the 
106 from Ely to 
Cottenham and the Ely 
city circular in April next 
year. The cuts are part of 
the county council’s 
plan to save £2.7million 
each year. 

Residents across the 
Ely area have urged the 
authority to make sure 
alternative services are 
in place before the 
routes are cancelled. 

A survey carried out 
by the council was 
completed by 1,894 
people and revealed that 
just 55 people, 2.9 per 
cent, supported services 
being axed with 81.8 per 
cent of people saying 
they did not support it. 
The remaining 15.3 per 
cent said it was too early 
to tell. 

Disabled people said 
they would be hit 
hardest by the cuts, and 
arers and pensioners 
had similar worries. 

Avril Winters, aged 76, 
from Soham, said: “Our 
public transport services 
are poor as it is. If more 
bus services are re¬ 
moved, so many people 
will be unable to get out 
and about, including 
myself. In fact, I’d be 
pretty much house¬ 
bound.” 

Transport bosses say 
the existing subsidies 
are too expensive given 
the low passenger 
numbers on many 
routes.

Aldi wins new planning 


permission for store 


GERMAN supermarket chain 
Aldi has been given the green 
light to build a store in Ely - for 
the second time. 

The new store, to be built at the former 
Thurlow Nunn Standen site in Lisle Lane, 
will be 990 square-metres and create 
around 30 new jobs in the city. 

There will also be 85 car parking spaces 
and 26 cycle spaces. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee approved the plans 
on Wednesday with nine votes against 
two. 

Bosses at the budget supermarket giant 
were originally given planning per¬ 
mission to build a food store and a non¬ 
food unit at the site in August 2008. 

But no work on the development began 
and that permission expired, forcing the 
company to re-submit plans which it did 
in January this year. 

In the fresh proposals, bosses decided 
to remove the non-food unit at the site, 
change the original access point, reduce 
the size of the food store to “improve 
efficiency”, and remove the footpath they 
had originally planned through The 
Vineyards. 

Instead, shoppers will now be 
encouraged to access Ely’s city centre via 
Forehill - boosting trade for businesses 
and maintaining privacy for residents in 
The Vineyards area. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents Stretham 
ward, said: “Aldi’s revised plans are much 
better, in my opinion. 

“This new store will not only give 
shoppers more choice, create more jobs 
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and make use of a redundant site but it 
will, like Sainsbury’s has, further link the 
city centre with the Forehill and 
Waterside area. 

“I’d like to think it’ll further boost 
prosperity.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, of Ely North ward, 
added: “I supported Aldi’s plans in 2008 
and I support them even more now. 

“Removing the non-food store from the 
scheme has particularly improved things 
in my view.” 

The committee heard how there were 
concerns about increased traffic in the 
Lisle Lane and Broad Street area of Ely as 
a result of the new store, which has also 
worsened since Sainsbury’s opened. 

However, Section 106 money from Aldi 
and Sainsbury’s will be used to improve 
infrastructure in the city, the council has 
insisted. 

Planning officer, Ann Caffall, who 
recommended that the Aldi plans were 
approved, said: “The removal of the non¬ 
food unit has allowed for the 
reconfigured access, an improved car 
park layout and the proposed food store 
will remain at the rear of the site, 
enabling the retention of views to Ely 
Cathedral from Lisle Lane. 

“The application seeks to redevelop the 
site for an Aldi food store, which will both 
quantitatively and qualitatively enhance 
the retail offer in Ely.”

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Drought’s 
welcome 
in Welney 

THE drought may be 
causing chaos for people 
and animals across the 
region - but for residents 
in Welney it is proving to 
be convenient. 

A lack of rain has 
meant the notorious 
A1101 Welney Causeway 
has remained dry and for 
the first time in around 
five years has not flooded 
all winter. 

It means villagers and 
the many motorists who 
use the A1101 can access 
the Ely and Cambridge 
area without having to 
make a detour of around 
30 miles via Downham 
Market. 

Current water levels 
stand at around 1.3m - 
not enough to trouble the 
road. 

The highest level 
recorded at the causeway 
in recent times stood at 
3.58m in March 2010. 

When water levels rise, 
the road is closed to 
traffic between the 
Suspension Bridge and 
Hundred Foot Bridge. 

The Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust, which 
has a reserve in Welney, 
has recently warned that 
the lack of rainfall is 
having a massive impact 
on wildlife. 

The lack of rain means 
the grassland habitats are 
not being flooded, which 
means there is less food 
for grazing waterfowl, 
causing a decline in the 
number of wintering 
birds, such as wigeon. 

But the fact the A1101 
is not flooded does mean 
more visitors are able to 
access the centre.

Man serious after

AN elderly man is in a

Paramedics arrived at 4.55pm 
and conveyed the victim to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, by land 
ambulance. 


Police appeal for help after level crossing collision 


INFORMATION about a 
collision between a car and a 
train which “could have been 
fatal” is being sought by the 
British Transport Police. 

A blue Ford Focus Fusion 
drove onto the tracks at 
Littleport’s Victoria Street level 
crossing into the side of the First 
Capital Connect service to King’s 
Lynn just after 8am. 

The 71-year-old driver of the 


car and a passenger received 
hospital treatment for minor 
injuries. 

Pc Chris Abel, the invest¬ 
igating officer for the British 
Transport Police (BTP), said: 
“The level crossing barriers were 
in the down position in 
preparation for the train service 
to pass through. 

“When the train was about 
halfway through the crossing, 


the driver of the car drove 
through the barrier and collided 
with the side of the train towards 
the back of the first carriage.” 

He said the outcome could 
have been much more serious 
and appealed for people to help 
compile a picture of events in 
the run up to the crash. 

He said: “The consequences of 
this incident could have been 
fatal but, fortunately, the train, 


which had been travelling at 
80mph, was able to stop and 
neither the vehicle occupants or 
anyone on the train was badly 
injured. 

“We will continue to work 
closely with Network Rail in the 
area to improve knowledge and 
where necessary to take action 
against those who continue to 
misuse crossings. 

“Level crossings - and other 


crossings where road, footpaths 
and rail cross - are designed to 
keep people safe and when used 
correctly that is exactly what 
they do. We now need to piece 
together the chain of events 
leading up to the collision.”

Cllr Tom Hunt, who 
represents Ely South on East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, revealed that talks 
had taken place. 

He said he could not name 
the company at present but 
described it as “exciting” news. 

Residents insist Ely needs a 
large cinema, not just to cater 
for people in Ely itself but film 
fans across the district. 

Fran Pochetty, from Soham, 
said: “My children and I love to 
go to the cinema but we have 
to drive into Cambridge in 
order to do that. 

“If Ely had its own cinema it 
would be just marvellous. 

“In this day and age, people 
should not have to drive miles 
and miles to go and see a film. 
Building a cinema in Ely 
should be treated as a 
priority.” 

Harry Bayliss, from Ely, said: 
“I know Ely is a rural city but I 
think it must be one of the 
only cities in the UK which 
hasn’t got a large industrial 
area with a cinema and 
restaurants. 

“These are facilities that a 
population needs and will use. 

“Currently, everyone in Ely, 
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Soham, Littleport and the 
surrounding villages who want 
to see the latest films have to 
drive around 45 minutes down 
the road. 

“If we had a cinema on our 
doorsteps it would certainly 
bring Ely into the 21st 
century.”

Tower burst. 

The alarm was 
raised at around 
noon on Saturday 
and engineers were 
sent out. 


The incident 
affected around 
5,000 properties, but 
Anglian Water 
saidthe majority of 
those had supplies 
restored quickly. 

But around 150 
properties were left 
without water until 
about 5.30pm on 
Sunday. 

A spokesman for 
Anglian Water said: 
“We’re genuinely 
sorry for the 
interruption to 
supply that people 
in Littleport and 
Little Downham 
may have 


experienced over the 
weekend. 

“We did deliver 
some bottled water 
to our most 
vulnerable 
customers while we 
carried out the 
repair. 

“We are very sorry 
for the disruption 
that this will have 
caused but with 
40,000km of pipe 
work to look after, 
much of it buried 
underground, it’s 
inevitable that 
ongoing repairs will 
always be a part of 
our job."

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120mph crash 
driver is jailed 


A DRIVER who killed a couple in a horrific 
collision has been jailed for four years by a 
judge, who concluded that he fell asleep at 
120mph while travelling on the wrong side 
of the road. 

Ben Edwards was 21 years old when, fuelled by a 
night of drinking, he dozed off at the wheel and drove 
his Mercedes sports car into a couple’s vehicle as they 
were heading off for a dream holiday in the 
Dominican Republic. 

Edwards was found guilty last month at a trial 
which heard how he caused the deaths of father of 
twin girls Paul Adams, 40, and Kathryn Dunn, 26, as 
they made their way along the A142 Fordham bypass 
in their Mercedes CLK. 

Sentencing him at Cambridge Crown Court, Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth said of the crash: “Fate has 
rarely been so cruel.” 

But Kym Scott, sister of Paul Adams, told the 
Weekly News no sentence would “make up for our 
loss”. 

Edwards, now 26, of Northfield Road, Soham, 
suffered horrific neurological injuries and was in a 
coma after the crash on March 11,2007. 

He was on his way home from De Niro’s nightclub 
in Newmarket and was lOmg over the legal drink- 
drive limit and had traces of cannabis in his blood. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said it had been hard for 
Edwards to plead guilty because he had no memory 
of the crash. Judge Hawkesworth concluded Edwards 
had fallen asleep at the wheel while travelling at

120mph on the wrong side of the road. 

He said: “The impact on the families of these two 
persons was immeasurable and grievous. I would be 
failing in my public duty if I did not impose a 
substantial sentence. [But] it will be seen as little 
compensation.” 

Speaking on behalf of both families after the 
sentencing, Kym said: “It has been a long and difficult 
five years for all of us. No sentence is enough to make 
up for our loss. We struggle every day to come to 
terms with what has happened.” 

Edwards was also banned from driving for five 
years and will have to take his test again.

£120k cash for 
the community 

A VILLAGE hall, a children’s play area 
and a community theatre group are 
set to benefit from a cash windfall 
totalling almost £120,000. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has awarded its latest round 
of Section 106 funding, which comes 
from developments in the district.

£395 has also been handed out for 
the parish council to replace a CCTV 
camera in the area of St George’s 
Church. 

In Soham, the town’s Viva Arts and 
Community Group, in Churchgate 
Street, has been awarded £11,976 to 
help repair the building’s roof after 
tiles were dislodged in recent bad 
weather. 

The Ellesmere Centre Charitable 
Trust, in Stetchworth, will also receive 
£8,019 to help refurbish the changing 
rooms, showers and toilets at the 
leisure centre. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s community and 
environment sub-committee, said: 
“Repairing roofs and replacing toilets 
may seem fairly mundane and 
functional but having the best 
facilities allows residents the chance 
to come together and make the best 
use of their community buildings.”

Cyclists start 
campaign to 
boost biking 


A CAMPAIGN has been laun¬ 
ched in a bid to make Ely more 
cyclist friendly. 

Similar to the Cambridge Cycling 
Campaign, it is hoped the Ely Cycling 
Campaign will improve biking facilities 
in the city and encourage more people to 
ride instead of drive. 

Andy Shaw, a spokesman for the 
campaign, said: “The main aim at the 
moment is to get more people involved. 

“There are already a few people who 
have got in contact, which is great, but 
the campaign really needs as many 
people behind it as possible. 

“Hopefully the campaign can help 
make Ely into a cycle friendly city with 
more people choosing to ride their bikes 
rather than drive their cars. 

“We believe this will help with 
congestion and also keep the city centre 
vibrant. 

“You only have to go to Cambridge to 
see what can be achieved.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
recently announced it had almost 
£500,000 of Section 106 funding 
available to spend on traffic and access 
improvements in the city centre, which 
includes cycling facilities. 

The campaign is now working 
alongside the district council and the 
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county council. 

Mr Shaw said: “Obviously getting 
people out of their cars and onto their 
bikes is a great way to ease traffic 
congestion and we think that they 
should spend a sizeable chunk of that 
half a million on cycle facilities. 

“We would like to hear people’s ideas 
and suggestions about how traffic flow 
and management could be improved in 
Ely and also to hear about any concerns 
or difficulties people are experiencing. 

“The fund is not just for motor traffic 
improvements but also for pedestrian 
access and cycle facilities. 

“We are working with the councils on 
this project and hope to start building up 
a picture of traffic issues over the next 
three months, after which time we will 
do further consultation in the Market 
Place and in the Lisle Lane area, 
speaking to residents, shoppers and 
tourists.”

A MAJOR building firm 
which carried out res¬ 
toration work at Ely 
Cathedral has gone into 
administration. 

E Bowman & Sons, 
based in Stamford, 
Lincolnshire, has been 
placed in the hands of 
administrators FRP 
Advisory with debts of 
£2.6million. 

The firm, which was 
established in 1886, laid 
off the majority of its 53 
staff. 

Joint administrator 
Chris Stirland said: “The 
business is not in a 
position to trade and so 
we will begin the process 
of orderly wind down.” 

Bosses at Ely Cathedral 
used the firm to carry out 
recent restoration work on 
the Porta and the North 
Transept. 

They also helped to 
refurbish the cathedral’s 
South Transept in 2010. 

A spokeswoman for the 
cathedral said that all the 
work had been completed 
and that the company’s 
problems did not affect 
the cathedral. 

The firm had an annual 
turnover of £10million to 
£14million, and special¬ 
ised in refurbishing herit¬ 
age properties.

A CONTROVERSIAL 
motocross track has been 
rejected formal planning 
permission - but will still 
be able to operate. 

It was in September last year 
that Andrew Villis applied to 
Fenland District Council for 
planning permission to open 
Mepal Motopark in Block Fen, 
Mepal. 

Mr Villis had been operating 
the track for three years prior to 
the application, despite having 
no planning permission. 

On March 7, the district 
council’s planning committee 
voted to reject his application. 

However, the law allows him 
to still hold 14 events per year. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, 32-year-old Tom Smith, 
from the Surrey area, was killed 
in a crash at the track in January 
this year. 

Police launched an investig- 
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ation although the racing event, 
organised by the British School¬ 
boy Motorcycle Association, was 
permitted and health and safety 
regulations were in place. 

The track has been at the 
centre of controversy with 
residents and the district council 
ever since it was opened. 

One resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I am 
pleased with the planning 
committee’s decision but I don’t 
think this is the end of things. 

“The sad thing is we are not 
against the actual track. It is the 
noise we are against. It is 
unbearable. 

“We live in the countryside for 
a reason and that is not to hear 
motorbikes throughout the day. 
It’s like a chainsaw being run in 
your back garden all the time. 

“If there were measures in 


place to reduce noise then we’d 
all be happy.” 

Numerous residents have 
complained about excessive 
noise and claim Mr Villis opens 
it for more than 14 events each 
year. 

The council has also exper¬ 
ienced numerous delays with 
the application, having to defer 
decisions numerous times as Mr 
Villis had failed to submit 
important noise level reports on 
time. 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed the appli¬ 
cation had been rejected. 

He also confirmed that alle¬ 
gations that the track is open for 
more than 14 events per year 
will now be investigated now 
that the application has been 
dealt with. 

The Weekly News tried to 
contact Mr Villis, but he was not 
available for comment. 


Teen arrested in protest 


A TEENAGER from Littleport was 
arrested when around 200 people 
protested outside Cambridge 
University’s Union Society. 

The 19-year-old man was charged 
with obstructing a police officer at 
the protest, which happened last 
Friday when Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn, the former head of the 
International Monetary Fund, gave 
a talk. 

Also arrested and charged were a 
21-year-old woman and a 20-year- 
old man, both from Cambridge, on 
suspicion of criminal damage. 

The decision to invite Mr Strauss- 
Khan, who faced charges of sexually 
assaulting New York maid 
Nafissatou Diallo, which were later 
dropped, was opposed by the 


women’s campaign of the 
Cambridge University Students 
Union (CUSU) who branded it an 
“abhorrent disregard” for survivors 
of sexual violence. 

Earlier last week CUSU had 
presented the Union Society with a 
700-signature petition protesting at 
the decision to invite DSK, as he is 
often known, to speak in 
Cambridge. 

But the Cambridge Union Society 
defended its decision saying he was 
invited for his expertise on matters 
of economics. 

No press or photographers were 
allowed to attend the talk. 

The teenager from Littleport will 
appear at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on Tuesday, March 20. 


Five men in court 
accused of poaching 

FIVE men have appeared in court 
accused of poaching in Littleport. 

All denied a charge of trespassing 
on land at Hale Fen in pursuit of 
game, woodcocks, snipes or 
conies on November 23 last year, 
when they appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Friday. 

William Bath, 26, of Pawley Close, 
Farnham, Surrey, Matthew Giles, 
28, of Lingfield Common Road, 
Lingfield, Surrey, Simon Stainer, 

49, of Valewood Lane, Horsham, 
West Sussex, Edward Watson, 37, 
and Mark Whitwell, 40, both of 
Cousins Copse, Billingshurst, West 
Sussex, were all unrepresented in 
court and will return on April 13 for 
a pre-trial review. 
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Team to focus on city centre 


New group’s aim would be 
to promote trade and tourism 
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A NEW group could be formed in a bid 
to boost Ely’s city centre. 

The city’s mayor, John Yates, has written to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council with the 
intention of setting up a special ‘city centre 
management team’. 

Cllr Yates insists that more needs to be done 
to boost trade, increase tourism and to improve 
the appearance of certain areas of the city 
centre. 

He and fellow city councillors believe setting 
up a special team dedicated to Ely’s centre will 
help that to happen. 


Cllr Yates said: “We are responsible for the 
people of Ely and we are aware that there are 
many people out there who are worried about 
Ely’s centre. 

“Numerous big name shops have closed and 
more and more out-of-town developments are 
being built. 

“We feel that more needs to be done to boost 
the city centre. We need to not only safeguard it 


but also try and enhance it so that it grows and 
develops. 

“I have written to the district council and 
suggested that a city centre management team 
is set up. 

“The team would be led by the city council 
but we want it to involve all stakeholders. 

“We want the district council, residents, 
traders, market traders, the cathedral, police, 


the highways agency and so forth to all be 
involved so that we can come up with a strategy 
to protect our city centre.” 

For months, the Ely Traders Association has 
been warning that increased out-of-town 
development in Ely is leaving the city centre in a 
“fragile” state. 

They insist that if parking charges are 
introduced the situation will be made even 
worse. 

Ely-based artist Ted Coney also insists more 
needs to be done to protect the city centre and 
increase tourism. 

He believes the city council should make it a 
priority and that Ely’s deputy mayor, Will 
Burton, should make tourism the theme for the 
year when he takes over as mayor in May. 


Elaine is first 
area laureate 

A TALENTED poet from Ely has 
won a competition which will see 
her promote poetry in the 
Fenland area. 

Elaine Ewart, of Abbots Way, 
has become the first ever 
Fenland Poet Laureate. 

The contest was organised by 
Atelier East and the Wisbech and 
Fenland Museum. She won with 
her poem, The Drowned Land, 
which is on the theme of Fenland. 

As Fenland Poet Laureate, 
Elaine will now spend a year 
promoting poetry locally and 
writing poems to celebrate 
special occasions in the area. 

Karen Harvey, artistic director 
of Atelier East, said: “The level of 
entries for the competition was 
very high but Elaine’s poem 
really stood out to us as judges. 

“It was so descriptive. It really 
told a story and transported me 
to a different place. I think Elaine 
is going to do a great job as 
Fenland Poet Laureate and I hope 
she will join us in 2013 to find a 
worthy successor.”

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‘Worthy’ charities 
share cash boost 

CHARITIES in East Cambridgeshire which 
help people with disabilities, young carers 
and the elderly are to get a share of more 
than £3,000. 

Four organisations have been awarded 
grants from the East Cambridgeshire 
Community Fund Grant Scheme. 

Pos+Ability, a charity which provides 
chair-based exercises for people with long¬ 
term neurological conditions to improve 
balance, co-ordination and memory skills, 
has been awarded £1,000. 

The project ensures stroke survivors get 
improved social contact and provides much- 
needed respite for carers. 

Centre 33, a successful youth charity, is to 
get £847 to fund two respite day trips for 10 
disadvantaged young carers aged 8-18. 

The charity will specifically use the cash to 
help those carers who are socially isolated 
and financially deprived. 

The K9 Project, which uses dogs to bring 
out the better side in disadvantaged young 
people, will receive a grant of £990. 

The money will be used to provide 
education, training and personal 
development opportunities for young 
people by working alongside dogs. 

The Mepal Friendship Club will also get 
£600 from the fund to provide weekly 
activities to help older people living in the 
village. The club helps to reduce rural 
isolation and depression. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
community and environment sub¬ 
committee at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “Over many years of being a 
councillor, I have had the good fortune to be 
involved in many projects and programmes 
which have helped local people. 

“In all this time, I don’t think there has 
been many worthy recipients of funding 
than these four projects.”

Fish butchered 
in river mishap

HUNDREDS of fish have 
been beheaded and mut¬ 
ilated after getting trapped 
inside the grids of a 
pumping station. 

It was barge owner Bob 
Middleton, also known as 
Battleship Bob, who spotted the 
dead and injured fish which he 
said made him feel “sick to the 
stomach”. 

Mr Middleton, who is known 
for his love of wildlife, 
particularly swans, including 
Cambridge’s notorious male bird 
Mr Asbo, had his barge moored 
close to The Five Miles From 
Anywhere No Hurry Inn, in 
Upware, when he saw the fish. 

He said: “I’m a tough guy but 
the sight made me feel sick to the 
stomach. 

“There must have been around 
300 of them, all beautiful fish 
such as bream, perch and roach. 
Some of them were split in half 
and some of them had been 
decapitated. They were com¬ 
pletely mutilated. 

“I love my wildlife and it was 
horrendous to see any creature 
suffering like that. 

“This could be happening 
everyday of the week for all we 
know and at pumping stations all 
over the country. 

“What happens if otters and 
other rare wildlife get sucked into 
the pumps? If a child fell in the 
water there they wouldn’t stand a 
chance of surviving.” 

The incident happened at 
Upware Pumping Station, which 
is owned by the Drainage Board. 

Andy Newton, an engineer for 
the board, described what 
happened as an “unfortunate 
event”. 

He said: “We do have wire 
screens up to try and prevent fish 
and other wildlife from getting 
caught up in the pumps but, 
unfortunately, these fish must 
have got past that screen. 

“We believe they were resting 
in the pumps overnight and that 


when they were switched on they 
got trapped. It’s an unfortunate 
event and we are taking it 
seriously. 

“We don’t believe this has ever 
happened here at Upware before 
but it is an issue for pumping 
stations across the country. 

“We will be working with the 
Environment Agency to try and 
make sure this never happens 
again.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Environment Agency said: “Our 
role is to offer advice and 
guidance to other asset owners 
on the measures they can take to 
prevent fish from being caught in 
machinery. 


“Various behavioural screens 
such as flashing lights and 
underwater speakers can be 
useful deterrents to help prevent 
fish from entering pumps or 
similar structures. 

“We test these methods on our 
own assets and pass our findings 
and advice to others. 

“Asset owners are responsible 
for fitting screens to their 
structures and we would 
encourage them to consider 
undertaking such measures as 
part of their routine maintenance 
programme. 

“Any sighting of dead fish 
should be reported to our 
incident hotline on 0800 807060.”

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Plans for 100 
homes delayed 


PLANS to build almost 100 
homes on former allotment 
land in Soham have been 
postponed following con¬ 
cerns from residents and 
councillors. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
was expected to approve Hopkins 
Homes Ltd’s proposals to build 
on land north-west of Regal 
Drive, off Fordham Road, when it 
met last Wednesday.

Sutton, was worried about the 
site’s close proximity to an 
industrial area, and in particular 
the risk of fire. 

He said: “I have concerns about 
how close some of these homes 
are to the industrial area. 

“We know there is a paint depot 
there and a unit which stores 
heating fuel. 

“I can’t relax with this until we 
know for sure that these homes 
are not at risk of fire or an 
explosion. We saw how dangerous 
this can be only a few years ago in 
Littleport and we can’t allow the 
same to happen again.” 

Members were also worried 
about roads on the development 
not being adopted and parking 
arrangements. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who 


represents Ely North, said: “We 
can see in the plans that the 
houses will have car ports but I 
know what will end up 
happening. 

“People will park their cars on 
the road outside their home, half 
on the road and half on the 
pavement. There are too many 
things worrying me at this stage 
and there are too many 
unanswered questions.” 

The committee heard how the 
council had received five letters 
of objection from residents, who 
were worried about the increase 
in traffic in Fordham Road and 
the impact the development 
would have on their own homes 
and privacy. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, whose ward is 
Stretham, proposed to defer a 
decision on the plans for further 
discussions to take place. 

The proposal was voted on 
unanimously by the committee.

THREE men who carried out a 
campaign of harassment against a 
family have been made the subject 
of strict court orders. 

Danny Jo Nunn, 20, Jordan Coleby, 18, and 
Aaron Waite, 18, made the lives of a family in 
Littleport a misery during a short period 
between August and September last year. 

On their own, or as part of a group, the 
trio abused and threatened the family and 
their friends. 

Coleby, along with another teenager who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, also 
targeted the village’s Co-op, McColls and the 
BP garage - shoplifting and abusing staff. 

Police charged the trio with a number of 
crimes relating to the harassment and 
applied for anti-social behaviour orders 
against them. 

Cambridge magistrates have now made 
Nunn, of Cornfield Lane, Littleport, and 
Coleby, of Lawns Crescent, Little Downham, 
subject to two-year asbos. 

The orders ban them from contacting the 
victims or entering their property or garden. 

They were also banned from engaging in 
any anti-social behaviour in Littleport with 
each other and two other teenagers. 

Coleby was also made the subject of a 15- 
month community order with supervision. 


Nunn was given an 18-month community 
order with supervision and ordered to pay 
£100 compensation. 

Both will face a possible custodial 
sentence if they breach the orders. 

Waite, of Wellington Street, Littleport, was 
made subject of a two-year restraining order 
prohibiting him from contacting the victims 
and their friends or entering their property. 
He was also given a 12-month community 
order with supervision. 

All three were each also ordered to pay £70 
costs. 

Brian Tully, anti-social behaviour co¬ 
ordinator for East Cambridgeshire, said: 
“Normal law-abiding citizens should neither 
be subject to such trauma, nor see this sort 
of extreme anti-social behaviour in their 
community. 


“The key objective was to provide respite 
and protection to the victim family, which 
was achieved initially by police and court 
bail conditions, and is now reinforced for a 
period of two years. 

“Coleby and another teenager stole from 
Littleport shops - targeting the Co-op, 
McColls, and the BP garage. As well as 
committing theft, they were abusive to shop 
staff. 

“These again are serious matter, shop¬ 
lifting is a crime against society, because we 
all pay for it through increased prices, and 
the staff who serve us should not be exposed 
to the unpleasantness and risk of dealing 
with thieves.” 

Residents should report any breaches of 
the orders by dialling 101.

HIT Irish band, the Fureys & Davey 
Arthur, are performing in Soham this 
month.

The Maccabees, who play 
Cambridge Corn Exchange on 
Monday, March 19, look to be 
stepping up a league with their 
third album. Frontman Orlando 
Weeks tells The Guide how Given 
To The Wild turned out to be the 
record they'd been longing to 
make 

T’S a bit early to start crowing 

about the best album of 2012. 

But barely a week into the year, The 
Maccabees unveiled an album that will 
almost certainly dominate end-of-year 
polls in 11 months’ time. 

It’s almost five years since the London 
five-piece released their debut album 
Colour It In- a spiky, angular set of songs, 
heavily influenced by the likes of XTC, 
Magazine and early Blur. 

It was charming in its naivety and 
perfectly enjoyable, but while many bands 
sound at their most exciting on their debut, 
The Maccabees seemed as if they were 
being held back. 

The follow-up Wall Of Arms arrived two 
years later and delivered on so much of 
that early promise. It was produced by 
Markus Dravs, who had previously worked 
with Bjork, Coldplay and Arcade Fire, and 
was a real step ‘up. 

“With the new one, it definitely feels 
like we’ve achieved some of the things 
Wall Of Arms was pointing at. It’s to do 
with being more articulate,” says frontman 
Orlando Weeks. 

“And we’re so much more confident 
now, we can get closer to the thing that we 
envisage. 

“When we started, we’d say things like 
‘We want it to sound watery, but with a bit 


more punch to it’, to a producer. Now, 
instead of saying that, we can ask for 
certain reverbs or delays, or accurately 
describe a mood. We’ve got our heads 
around production, basically, and have the 
confidence to finally sound how we want 
to.” 

Given To The Wild was partly recorded 
in the band’s own studio, and partly at 
Rockfield, in Monmouth, the legendary 
venue where the likes of Oasis, Manic 
Street Preachers, The Stone Roses and Paul 
Weller made some of the 90s’ best albums, 
and also where Queen recorded Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

“It’s not nearly as intimidating as I 
thought it would be,” says Weeks. “But it’s 
a very special place, incredible. 

“The reverb chambers are amazing, 
some of the gear there was essential to this 
record. We didn’t want to go to a new 
sterile studio, and Rockfield isn’t like that 
at all. It’s a residential place, so naturally 
very homely and welcoming.” 


The new album took its time, with some 
recordings dating back two years. And 
Weeks admits that for a long time it was a 
work in progress. 

“We all knew how we wanted the album 
to sound, but it meant after that realisation 
that the real job of making the record was 
piecing all these things together, and 
stealing bits from the demos that we 
couldn’t better. 

“The trick is obviously not making it 
sound patchwork, even though it is.” 

It’s a trick they seem to have mastered - 
one of Given To The Wild's biggest 
strengths is its cohesion as an album. 

Ahead of the tour, Weeks said: “Some of 
the songs on Given To The Wild we haven’t 
worked out how to play yet. We didn’t want 
to concern ourselves with that when we 
were recording them.” 

They’re sure to have ironed out those 
issues come Monday night.

THIS shamelessly sentimental tale of a 
father’s struggle to revitalise an ailing 
animal sanctuary in the aftermath of 
his wife’s death is based on the true 
story of British newspaper columnist 
Benjamin Mee, who took charge of 
Dartmoor Zoological Park in 2007. 

Screenwriters Cameron Crowe and 
Aline Brash McKenna transplant the 
action from picturesque south Devon 
to the fictitious Rosemoor Wildlife Park 
in California, where mourning, guilt and 
father-son bonding play out against the 
backdrop of an inspection of the zoo 
facilities that will either shut down the 
attraction or guarantee its survival. 

Benjamin Mee (Matt Damon) is 
trying to be strong for his teenage son 
Dylan (Colin Ford) and precocious 
young daughter Rosie (Maggie 
Elizabeth Jones) following the death of 
his wife, Katharine (Stephanie 
Szostak). 

He moves his family into a 
ramshackle house that comes with a 
fully functioning zoo, complete with 
animals and ballsy headkeeper Kelly 
Foster (Scarlett Johansson). 


Benjamin sinks all of his money into 
the zoo, hoping to restore the facility to 
its former glory in time for an 
inspection by the notoriously 
pernickety Walter Ferris (John Michael 
Higgins). 

Despite attempt by his accountant 
brother Duncan (Thomas Haden 
Church) to dissuade him, Benjamin 
refuses to listen and persuades 
alcohol-swigging handyman 
MacCready (Angus Macfadyen), 
animal handler Robin (Patrick Fugit) 
and Kelly’s teenage cousin Lily (Elle 
Fanning) to buy into his impossible 
dream. 

We Bought A Zoo is Crowe at his 
most mawkish and cliched. Children 
stare mournfully into the camera, 
parents salve wounds with trite 


platitudes, a father stumbles upon a 
cash windfall in the nick of time and an 
ageing tiger prepares to make a final 
journey to the great jungle in the sky. 

The film’s trump card is Damon, 
who delivers a moving and honest 
performance as the family man 
haunted by memories of the past. 

He shares pleasing screen 
chemistry with youngsters Ford and 
Jones while Church provides the 
comic relief. 

While it might ultimately falter as a 
compelling drama, We Bought A Zoo 
may well boost visitor numbers to 
Dartmoor Zoological Park, which is still 
on a financial knife-edge. And that 
would be a genuine Hollywood 
fairytale.

It's the full Monty 
in Don's garden 


S PRING is one of 
Monty Don’s 
favourite times of the 
year, when primroses, 
daffodils, fritillaries and 
tulips emerge in his 
beautiful garden at 
Longmeadow. 

It’s a sight he won’t enjoy 
alone, as two million viewers 
who tune into Gardeners ’ World 
every week will be invited to 
share the many glories of his 
two-acre garden, which is 
divided into 19 sections and last 
year became the new base of the 
hit gardening programme. 

For nine months of the year, 
from February to November, TV 
crews film in his garden in the 
Herefordshire Marches, eight 
miles from the Welsh border. 

The nurtured space will be 
revealed in the new series of 
Gardeners ’ World, which started 
last week on BBC Two, and is 
accompanied by a tie-in book, 
Gardening At Longmeadow. 

Don, the programme’s main 
presenter, admits that opening up 
his own two-acre private garden 
to the cameras hasn’t come

without its drawbacks, but the 
pros far outweigh the cons. 

“The good thing is I have no 
journey, the downside is that I 
live above the shop. I never turn 
off from it.” 

The film crew aren’t allowed 
in the house, the TV equipment is 
stored in an outhouse when not 
in use. Don may have allowed the 
cameras in, but he’s in charge of 
the garden. For the last five 
years, he and his wife Sarah have 
had no help at all, until the BBC 
insisted on it. Don now has two 
full-time gardeners to assist. 

“The slight downside of that 
means I do less gardening 
because there’s less to do. It’s a 
bit like having a chef in the 
kitchen asking if I’d like a 


poached egg, when I could quite 
easily poach one myself.” 

But he remains the master of 
his own domain. “Nobody tells 
me what to do in my own garden. 
People are genuinely helping me 
rather than doing it themselves 
and then telling me about it.” 

Filming takes place one or two 
days in the week, depending on 
what’s happening in the garden, 
although sometimes filming has 
taken three or even four days a 
week. And Don has had to 
compromise in some measure as 
to how he wants his garden to be, 
for the sake of the programme. 

It’s a complicated, large, full 
garden - no big lawns, no empty 
spaces, even the orchard has 39 
apple trees. 

“We’ve had to widen quite a 
lot of paths which are perfectly 
good for wheeling a wheelbarrow 
down. But by the time you get a 
camera crew with a tripod and a 
sound recordist with size 12 feet 
and a director with a monitor, 
you can have six people behind 
the camera or more, and then 
tracks and a jib. The original 
paths can’t accommodate all that. 

“We’ve had to widen a number 


of paths and we still are. Where 
we’ve had grass paths, we’ve had 
to put hard paths. As with any 
public place, the equation has 
had to change with volume.” 

At any one time, 90 per cent of 
the garden needs to look good, 
which can be difficult to achieve, 
he reflects, “but I do try to show 
the camera where things go 
wrong and show the human side 
of it, rather than making it a 
show garden, because it’s not a 
show garden.” 

This year, Don will be creating 
a pond in the Damp Garden and 
is looking forward to seeing the 
fruits of last year’s labours with 
great swathes of colour in the 
Jewel Garden and elsewhere. 

“The key thing is the rhythm 
and cycle of the year of 
gardening. It’s not like a house 
which you refurbish and decorate 
and it’s done. The garden’s never 
done, it’s always changing and 
adapting.”

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
